It has often been remarked that 
the New Testament contains no ac> 
count of the events in the life of 
Christ from the time of His infancy 
until the matured age at which He 
revealed Himself in His divine mis- 
sion. Yet one would naturally sup- 
pose that those years must have been 
full of strange and supernatural in- 
cidents. The human mind, always 
eager for curious details, has a strong 
craving for more specific knowledge 
than is given in the accepted Gospels; 
and this curiosity is in part gratified 
by the legends which appear in the 
ancient narratives known collectively 
as the Apocrypha. Two of them in 
particular, ascribed to the Apostles 
James and Thomas, are very old, 
and must have been put together in 
a connected form as early as 150 a.d. 
They have not been accepted as 
authentic by any of the Churches, 
yet for many centuries they have 
been widely read, and they have had 
an influence of their own upon both 
literature and art. 

On reading them it will be seen 
how far they fell below the dignity 
and reverent reserve of the testament 
itself. Many of them are child-like 
in their simplicity. Many of them 
are obviously mere elaborations of 
hkits given in the canonical books. 
Their style is at once crude and 
yet more labored than that of the 
Scriptural writers. Nevertheless, it 
has been held by many students of 
theology that here and there, 
interwoven with this fictitious narra* 
tive, is to be found a thread or two 
of genuine tradition which may 
reach back to the beginning of the 
Christian Era.

Isaac Lewis Peet was highly 
esteemed and gratefully admired by 
every deaf-mute who had the privi- 
lege of knowing him, and they still 
cherish his memory with a love that 
is deep and sincere. 

Certain it is that the ladies and 
gentlemen who gathered in the 
Guild Room of St. Ann's Church, on 
the 4tb of December, betrayed un- 
bounded enthusiasm as speaker 
after speaker dwelt upon his pro- 
minent characteristics and the fruits 
of his lifelong labors in behalf of 
the deaf. 

It was quite appropriate that Dr. 
Feet's racoessor at the New York 
Institution, Principal Enoch Henry 
Currier, was the first to recount his 
impressions and experiences, which 
covered a period of twenty years, as 
teacher and professor under Dr.

lives, equally intelligent and as skill- 
fully creative as those whom God bad 
endowed with all of the five senses 
and whose paths in life were made 
smoother by superior natural 
advantages.

Not being accustomed to making 
ap«€Chet in the presence of many people, 
I feel somewhat embarrasaed in the per- 
formance of this duty as chairman of the 
celebration. 

I was a pupil under Dr. Iiaac 1,/ewis Peet 
for twelve years, and my love for him haa 
always b^n both deep and lasting. 

As a pupil, I was not a model of good 
conduct, and the frequent deserved punish- 
ments I received at his hands, impressed 
me that it was bettter to be both good and 
careful, rather than troublesome and neg- 
lectftil. 

On no occasioti did I feel that he was 
severe with me. On the contrary his 
actions seemed more like a loving friend, 
who was sorry I had gone wrong and 
wished me to do better. Very often I 
escaped the penaltjrjof my misdeeds, and 
his kindness and encouragement made me 
feel ashamed of them, until I felt like 
voluntarily going to him and making a 
full confession. 

l,ike all other deaf-mutes who knew 
him, I greatly admired him for his wonder- 
ful learning and unsurpassed ability in 
teaching and governing the deaf. 

I do not possess the gift of saying what 
I feel and think, as do others present to- 
night who will address you, yet I would 
like everybody here to know that in the 
depth of sincere affection and honor for 
his memory I yield first place to no one.

It is propoMed to create a nienroi la I 
to the late liev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Pariah 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-MuteB. Th« present Church 
is HJtuated on 148th Street, just west 
of AuiHterdaui Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-live feet tmek from the 
line of the itreet to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church ediiice and be a centtr 
of religious and soc;ial life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped iluring his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the ohntch 
with wliich his naire uas always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this worii be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-tlve feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be thrM 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used tor the social, re- 
ligious and Industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. Tht 
amount required for *' The Gallau- 
det Memorial I'arlsh Building" will 
be about $ao,OOa, and the building 
itself, in its [losition and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
